To lake 7 Years to Settle 
Silo Million Thruway Claims 


ALBANY, N.Y. (AP) - Claims 
totaling nearly $35 million against 
the State Thruway Authority will 
take seven years to settle, an au­ 
thority spokesman estimates. 
The claims, by contractors and 
engineering firms, are for alleged 
breaches of confract. Several arc 
for more than $15 million. They 
include suits for alleged damages 
suffered because of construction 
delays 
over 
which 
contractors 
contend they had no control. 
The spokesman said more than 
$15 million worth of claims were 
on the calendar of the six dis­ 
tricts of the Court cd Claims. An­ 
other $5 million in claims were 
on file with the court in notices 
of intent to claim, th« spokesman 
said. 
Letters <p? protect from 


tract* to the authority indicated 
that#another $15 million worth of 
claims would be filed soon, he in­ 
dicated. 
Awards by the court, however, 
have average from one-fourth to 
one-third of the damages sought, 
the spokesman said. 
Two members of the state At­ 
torney General’s staff. John P. 
MacArthur and Lawrence De Fu­ 
el a, have been assigned to a spe­ 
cial unit to expedite settling the 
claims. Even so, the spokesman 
estimated it would take seven 
years to clear up the claims. 
The authority is required to pay 
4 per cent interest on awards, 
from the day the work w-as com­ 
pleted to the day the awa I'd is 
made, often a period of two or 
more year's.

Registration of voters for the November 
7 general election begins in this city to­ 
morrow and continues Saturday. Polls will 
be open from IO a. rn. to IO 
p. rn. Next 
week registration also will take place on 
Friday and Saturday. 
Residents of the City of Kingston who 
fail to go to the polls and register on one 
of these four days will be unable to vote. 
Non-personal registration in communi­ 
ties outside Kingston are October 7 when 
the polls will be open from 7 
a. rn. to IO 
p. rn. and October 14 from I 
p. rn. to IO 
p. rn. 
In these areas, new residents should 
make Bure their names are on the regis­ 
tration rolls at the place of local registra 
tion. 
Candidates to be elected are a county 
judge, district attorney, county treasurer 
and board of supervisors. In Kingston a 
mayor, alderman-at-large, city judge and 
a board of aldermen will be elected. 
These offices are vital to every citizen 
because they pertain to our own local units 
of government. If you want to take part 
in this important election, you first must be 
registered. 
In addition to these local offices, there 
also is the very important decision to make 
on the establishment of a Community Col­ 
lege for Ulster County. 
Seven amendments to the state consti­ 
tution^ also will be on the November 7 
ballot#: ;

Why not do it tomor­ 
row or Saturday. 


BACKDOOR SPENDING 
The American people fully realize the 
need to provide for the defense of this na­ 
tion against attack from without. They 
should be equally alert to any dangers 
within. 
No weapon has a greater destructive po­ 
tential than constant inflation. Inflation is 
an unpleasant word and well it should be. 
In the space of the last 20 years, inflation 
has cut the dollar’s value in half and now' 
further inflation is threatened by increased 
spending through the backdoor of the fed­ 
eral Treasury. 
Backdoor spending, or financing govern­ 
ment programs by borrowing from the 
Treasury’, refers to the device known as 
“authorization to expend from public debt 
receipts.” This method, which circumvents 
the normal appropriation process, has be­ 
come increasingly popular with advocates 
of huge inflationary .spending programs 
over the years. It has proven so attrac­ 
tive, in fact, that according to the Treas­ 
ury’s last report, $140 billion of backdoor 
spending authorization has been placed on 
the books of the Treasury. 
Backdoor speeding, like federal aid pro­ 
grams, as the Citizens Public Expenditure 
Survey points out, is just another way of 
fooling the public into thinking they are 
getting something for nothing. 
The time to start stopping these infla­ 
tionary programs is right now, before we 
are too far down the path to return.

R o b rrt H ill served in India, Costa Rica, El 
Salvador and Mexico. In Mexico he w as U nited 
S tates Am bassador. 
In 1959, Dr. M ilton Eisenhow er cam e to M ex­ 
ico and w as a house guest a t the Em bassy. Am­ 
bassador Hill testified: 
"The U. S. Em bassy in Mexico was very con­ 
cerned about the Cuban problem and how it would 
affect our relations w ith Mexico. We felt th a t 
w ith D r. Eisenhow er com ing to Mexico, it would 
give us an opportunity to at least give him our 
point of view regarding the danger of C astro and 
Com m unism in Cuba and how it m ight affect the 
relations between the U nited S tates and M exico.” 
A m bassador Hill had tried to get this inform a­ 
tion before the S tate D epartm ent and P resident 
Eisenhow er but had not been very successful. He 
hoped th a t he m ight use D r. M ilton E isenhow er’s 
presence in Mexico for a briefing on the Cuban 
situation. A m bassador Hill found th a t his presen­ 
tation of th e situation about eight m onths afte r 
C astro took power w as opposed by W illiam W ie- 
land, chief of the Cuba and Mexico desk of the 
S tate D epartm ent. D uring the long briefing of Dr. 
M ilton Eisenhower, which took place on an a ir­ 
plane, each tim e any of the Em bassy people de­ 
scribed C astro as a Com m unist or the Cuban Rev­ 
olution as a Com m unist m ovem ent, the statem en t 
was denied by W ieland. T he argum ent reached 
such heat th a t Colonel Glawe said th a t “W ieland 
was eith er a dam n fool or a Com m unist.” 
Mr. Sourw ine, the counsel for the In tern al 
Security Subcom m ittee, asked: 
“Did Mr. W ieland assert to Dr. E lsenhow er 
th at C astro w as not a C om m unist or w as not stir, 
rounded or influenced by them ?" 
To this, A m bassador H ill replied: 
“In every instance w here we tried to present 
Com m unist infiltration in the governm ent of ('a s ­ 
tro it w as m et w ith a rebuff by Mr. W ieland.” 
A m bassador Hill began sending inform ation to 
the S ecretary of S tate as early as 1957. Such dis­ 
patches continued until 1960. The dispatches w ere 
usually addressed to the Secretary’ of S ta te but 
according to S tate D epartm ent procedure, they 
passed over W illiam W ieland's desk A m bassador 
Hill referring to inform ation that cam e from the 
S tate D epartm ent testified; 
“On occasion, I w rote the D epartm ent of 
S tate, cited my differences of opinion and said I 
thought it w as unfortunate th a t these pro-C astro 
docum ents w ere being circulated am ong th e em ­ 
bassies around the world, because this m an w as 
evil and would cause em barrassm ent and trouble 
for the U nited S tates.” 
R egarding the San Salvador m eeting of A m er­ 
ican am bassadors held in A pii! 1959, m ore than 
three m onths a fte r C astro took power in Cuba, 
A m bassador Hill says: 
“My opinion was that the m eeting w as de­ 
signed to set the policy of patience and fo rb ear­ 
ance in dealing w ith Mr. C astro. 
“I took issue w ith A m bassador Bonsai, localise 
I felt th a t, despite his excellent presentation . . . . 
th a t patience and forbearance in dealing w ith a 
Com m unist would lead to d isaster for the U nited 
S tates.” 
Hill said, ". . . well, I think now w e have an 
opportunity to judge w hether it is a third country 
position o r w hether it is Com m unism I say it has 
been Com m unist from the sta rt, beginning on J a n ­ 
uary I, 1958, when he cam e to power. H e com ­ 
pletely destroyed the m ilitary, one of the first 
moves, destroyed the bureaucracy. His technicians 
were from C om m unist China and Moscow. I as­ 
sume they w eren’t there advocating a third coun­ 
try position; th a t they w ere them prom oting 
Com m unism .” 
As one reads A m bassador H ill’s testim ony, it 
becomes clear that the S ta te D epartm ent and the 
CIA had am ple inform ation on C astro but th a t 
the evaluation was incom petent. The inform ation 
arrived in tim e but w as ignored. A m bassador 
Hill s description of his chief, W illiam W ieland, is 
given in this testim ony:

T heoretically these officials are 
supposed to follow a pro-A m erican policy but they 
were m ore interested in certain men in foreign 
countries, no m attejr w hat effect it had on the 
U nited S tates. It is like C hester Bowles’ belief 
in N ehru. It is p articularly notable in this testi- 
I mony th at the U nited S tate s has intervened and 
does intervene in the affairs of other c o u n tie s. 
Such intervention is denied but it is clear from 
H ill’s testim ony th at we did intervene.

The third general alarm fire 
this year in Hudson on Wednes­ 
day 
destroyed 
an 
abandoned 
warehouse on the waterfront. 
No estimate of damages was 
available. 
Discovered by railroad work­ 
men nearby at 4:<tf p. rn. the 
blaze on 
South 
Front 
Street 
brought out three fire fighting 
units. A few minutes later a gen­ 
eral alarm was sounded bring­ 
ing out all of the Hudson fire­ 
fighters 
and 
companies 
from 
Greenport and Claverack. Heat 
was so intense it was felt a block 


away. 
Hose lines were laid to the 
Hudson River to spare Hudson 
City water. Tile only reported 
injury was Harold Harp, a mem­ 
ber of Rogers Hose Company, 
who suffered burns of the right 
ankle. 
The building was formerly oc­ 
cupied by tile Spear and Kjrker 
Lumber Company and had been 
empty for some time. It wa* 
owned by outside interests. 
The story and a half building 
was burned to the ground. Af 
one time the blaze leafed to an 
adjacent abandoned warehouse 
but damage there was slight. 
It was a fire in this warehouse. 
part of- a glue factory, that was 
the scene of the first 1961 gen­ 
eral alarm. The second general 
alarm in Hudson was at a cloth­ 
ing factory at Fourth and Co­ 
lumbia street last winter.

When the ball is releas'd, the 
thumb should be still at high 
noon, lined up with the target. 
The thumb and fingers, which 
are directly underneath the ball, 
should be released at almost the 
same instant. 
For a strike shot, the straight 
iia 11 should be delivered from 
the right side of the approach. 
Most bowlers find it best for the 
ball to touch down on the lane 
seven or eight boards from the 
right-hand gutter. Krum this po­ 
sition, it travels straight to the 
pocket formed by the I and 3 
pins. 
Tile straight ball will not mix 
as well as some other rolls, but 
it is easier to handle and should 
be mastered thoroughly before 
you progress to the hook.
